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R. H. Grant Sees Advertising 
As Big Force in Business 





Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 


ETROIT, July 10—R. UH. 
Grant, vice-president and 
general sales manager of Chev- 
rolet, who was the first speaker 
yesterday at the meeting of the 
International Advertising Associa- 
tion here, spoke on “The Relation 
Between the Advertiser and the 

Advertising Agency.” 

“There are four elements that are 
responsible for substantial success 
in business,” said Mr. Grant. “First, 
the engineer, functioning to make 
something that the public wants— 
and that can be e; second, 
manufacture to the en- 
gineer’s specifications; third, money 
in sufficient amount to enable the 
company to do its full measure of 
work properly, and fourth, a selling 
organization equipped to market the 
product in quantity. Unless these 
four elements are present, it is a 
waste of money to advertise. 

“I believe in advertising. I think 
that it may be the fifth great force 
in business, but its effects are natu- 
rally intangible, and it may often 
be misapplied, and misapplied ad- 
vertising has often been the cause 
of lack of business success, and even 
bankruptcy. 

“To utilize advertising properly, 
deep knowledge and good judgment 
about a business are required, more 
than in any other major depart- 
ment. The advertising men them- 
selves are not backward in claim- 
ing credit for the success of a busi- 
néss, but the only way a business 
gets made is by team-play among 
thése five great forces. 

“I don’t believe that an ad- 
vertising appropriation ought to 
be bigger in hard times than in 
good, nor do I believe that adver- 


business depressio 
shuts its pocketbooks and all the 
advertising and sales efforts you 
can get won’t open them. Adver- 
tising should be accord- 
ing to circumstances. After a de- 
the company that gets 
the business is the one whose 
name and product have been kept 
in the public mind. 

“There are three classes of client 
for agency. First, the small client, 
who goes to the agency as a patient 
goes to the doctor. Second, the mid- 
dle class of clients, those with some 
experience in advertising. They 
know something about it, and their 
knowledge is just little enough to 
bring about a mixed-up situation, 
and, third, the big client. 

“TI do not believe that any com- 
pany that looks to its agency to 
furnish themes for advertising or 
merchandising plans is on the 

right track; if the agency knows 
more about these matters than 
the client does, they ought to 
trade positions; where a condi- 
tion of this sort actually exists, the 
question involved Is not one of ad- 


vertising but of management in 
the company. 

“The big client, the big space 
buyer, has money enough for a 
sound organization, including a first 
class advertising department. It 
ought not to expect the agency to 
tell it how to market its product. 
What is needed is a co-operative 
checking up of themes and plans to 
see whether or not both parties 
agree on findings, as calculated to 
establish a sound merchandising 
policy. 

“An agency should function in 
taking from sales executives their 
ideas that they want to express and 
then preparing them for the public 
in such form as will carry the mes- 
Sage in the most potent manner. 

“About compensation—a subject 
that I seem to remember having 
heard discussed occasionally—let me 
say this: If an advertising agency 
is working for a client, who knows 
what he wants, that client can keep 
the agency so busy in useful work 
that there cannot be much question 
about its earning its money. 

“AS a specific instance, let me 
cite one thing that came up in 
connection with Chevrolet. We 
started a co-operative campaign 
with 5,500 dealers on billboard 
and newspaper advertising. We 
guaranteed the small dealer that 
his individual money would be 
spent in his own community. To 
carry out this plan meant, among 
other things, that our advertis- 
ing agency had to set up 5,500 
ledger accounts and keep track 
of each individual dealer’s ex- 
penditure and where the money 
went, 

“So far as outside viewpoint is 
concerned, something that we hear 
quite a lot about from time to time, 
you can get that in your own or- 
ganization if it is properly set up 
and the executives are open to sug- 
gestion, as they ought to be if they 
are not downright autocrats. 

“The small client needs agency 
help on many sides not required by 
the big client. The big client ought 
not to need it; it should furnish 
its own help. I repeat that where 
the agency comes into play is in 
getting the ideas of sales execu- 
tives firmly fixed in the public 
mind. 

“If it does that, it can truth- 
fully say: ‘We have shared impor- 
tantly as one of the five great 
forces that have made this busi-

World Meter Census 


CCORDING to figures of the Department of Commerce 

there is now a motor vehicle in use for every sixty- 

four inhabitants of this restless world of ours. The depart- 

ment places the population of the world at 1,900,000,000 

people.. The number of motor vehicles in use at the begin- 

ning of 1928 was 29,700,000. This gives us our ratio of 
64-1. In 1925 the ratio was 71-1 and in 1926 it was 66-1. 

By the end of 1928 there should be at least 31,000,000 
motor vehicles in use and the ratio would drop to 63-1. 
Gradually we reduce the transportation barbarism of the 
world. If the present rate of decrease continues within fifty 
years the whole world will be motoring in the same propor- 
tion that now obtains in this country. 

And the export division of the American motor car in- 
dustry is now the most potent factor in this world-wide 
development of motor transportation. It must continue to 
be so in the years to come.

Investigation would proba- 
bly show that dealers were forced 
to unload these cars on the mar- 
ket, giving long trades, long 
terms, etc.; so that they would be 
ready for the new models soon 
to be announced. Investigation 
would no doubt show that the 
factory did not take one cent of 
the dealers’ loss on these cars. 
This unloading naturally forces 

dealers in other lines to longer 
~"adin- which congests the used ca? 
market, forcing dealers in most all 
lines to lose a large part of their 
legitimate profit. The unfair part 
of it is, as I see it, that the factory 
takes their full profit. y
